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Tbi Lin Caftaim Cba vssj.— Captain Tuaii 
AuguBtus MiDonongh Graven, who »u lout 
on the Monitor Tecumseh during Furagut's 
attack on Mobile, wag a natire of New Hamp- 
■hire, and entered the nary as midshipman on 
the 2d of February, 1829. He served in 1830 
In the sloop- of- war Boston, of the Mediterrv 
nean squadron, and in 1834 joiaed the sloop- 
•f-war St. Louis, ia West India waters. In 
1835 he was warranted at a passed midship- 
man, and in 1836 was a short time engajed at 
the National ObserTatory, but, seeing that 
this was not satisfactory work, he asked to be 
relieved, and was, at his own request, placed 
on the Coast Surrey, of which he became one 
of the most useful and excelleat officers. 

In 1641 he was promoted to a lieutenancy, 
and was attached to the sloop-of-war Fal- 
mouth till 1843, when he was transferred to 
the receiving-ship North Carolina at New 
Tork. A short time after he was on the stsre- 
ship Lexington, and from 1314 to 1847 was on 
furlough. 

In the latter year he was on the eraise taken 
by the Dale, of the Pacific squadron. From 
1850 to 18S8 be was employed on the Coast 
Survey, visited on official business the Isthmus 
of Darien, and, leaving the Coast Surrey in 
1859, was appointed to the command of the 
steamer Mohawk, of the home squadron, sta- 
tioned off the coast of Cuba, to intercept 
slavers. 

When the rebellion broke out, Captain Cra- 
ven wag placed in command of the Crusader, 
and had an important share in preserving for 
the Union the Fortress of Key West. The 
Board of Underwriters of New York present- 
ed bis wife with a service of plate, and sent to 
the Captain a complimentary letter, in appro 
ciatioa of the desire be had always erinced to 
render cucb assistance to the commerce of our 
country as could properly be extended in the 
performance of duty, and for rendering, on 
several occasions, important services to Amer- 
ican vessels in distress in the vicinity of Key 
West, Florida. 

In April, 1381, Captain Craven was ap- 
pointed commander of the new sloop Tusci- 
rora, acd was sent after rebel pirates. His 
unEuccetsful chase after tho Alabama worried 
bim, and as soon as possible he sought mjre 
active service, and applied for the command of 
one of the monitors. He took charge of the 
Tecumseh early in the present year, and joined 
the James river flotilla. Recently he was or- 
dered to reinforce) Admiral Farragut, and 
with him made the assault on the defences of 
Mobile. A rebel torpedo blew up the Tecam- 
seh, and Captain Craven was not permitted to 
share in the victory which apparently awaits 
our fleet at Mobile. 

Captain Craven was a brave, true-hearted, 
sod most skilful officer; a man ever ready to 
serve bis country, devoted to the service In 
which the greater part of his life was spent, 
and thoroughly trained, not only in all that 
belongs to seamanship, but in the highest 
branches of bis profession. He was one of the 
best hydrographers in this country, and his 
services on the Coast Snrvey were invaluable. 
He had served his country over thirty-six 
years, and his loss will be severely felt; bat 
he died as brave men like to die, facing the 
enemy. 

A Woman Solaris.— A very good-looking 
soldier "gal," says the Nashville Press, made 
her appearance at the Provost Marshal's of- 
fice in Nashville on Tuesday night, dressed 
in a suit of blue, with artillery trappings. 
She was arrested by Lieut. Fletcher, who 
states that she ealisted Monday morning as a 
member of battery 0, 1st Tennessee artillery, 
nnder the name of John Hoffman. She gives 
her real name as Louisa Huffman, says her 
father and mother reside in New York city. 
She further states that she originally balonged 
to the 1st Virginia cavalry, and was in both 
of the Bull Run fights. Since that time she 
engaged herself as cook In the 1st Ohio regi- 
ment, becoming tired of which avocation, 
she determiaed to enlist as a soldier in the ar- 
tillery service. She makes a very handsome 
soldier, and it looks like a pity that she should 
be depiirsd of the privilege of following a life 
she seems so much devoted to. 

Militart Execution at Japr-iRson City. 
We learn from the Missouri State Times that 
John P. Wiicer, convicted of bushwhacking, 
was shot by military order at Jefferson City 
on Friday last. Wilcox was condemned by a 
military corn mission, and the sentence of 
death approved by General Brown some 
months lince. He was reprieved by General 
Roeecrens, though still kept in confinement. 
Wilcox effected an escape from the military 
prison, but was recaptured, and the band o' 
Sbumates's guerillas, with which he had been 
connected, still continuing their depredations, 
in spite of an order of Oeneral Brown, that 
Wilcox ebeuld bo shot upon the repetition of 
these offerc*?, he was executed at 3 o'clock 
Friday afternoon. In his statement to the 
clerg] mia who attended him, Wilcox insisted 
thru be was not a bushwhacker, and made 
ot a strcDg case of injured innocenc?, but the 
authorities could not see it. 



Kay We heard yesterday, says the Wheel- 
ing Intelligencer of Monday, a very good 
joke on Oeneral Hunter and stiff, which, 
though it occurred some time ago, has never 
appeared in print. When the General was 
moving from Parkersburg to Cumberland via 
Clarksburg, it was decided by the military 
authorities at the latter place to fire a salute 
upon the arrival of the train. The guns were 
brought out, and when the whistle was heard 
the firiag commenced. Instantly the lights 
were put out, and every mat upon the train 
dropped flat upon the floor of the cars, sup- 
posing the train was being fired upon by the 
rebels. The alarm which was felt for a time 
was soon turned into merriment when the 
facts were made known.

LETTER FROM HON. AM03 KENDALL. 

Banoob, Mi., July 29, 186L 
Son. Andrew Johnson: 

Sib: You close your letter accenting the 
nomination ea a candidate for the Vice- Presi- 
dency by the BaMmore Convention with an 
appeal to your "old friends of the Democratic 
party proper," and, as a life-long membe.* of 
that party, I am tempted to respond to that 
appeal. 

Ton and I do not disagree In relation to the 
long-standing of the Southern conspiracy 
which culminated in the existing rebellion. 
We do net disagree as to the duty of the Gov- 
ernment to suppress it — "peaceably if they 
curt, forcibly if they must" — but I do not sub- 
scribe without essential qualification to your 
assertions that slavery was thi cause of the re- 
bellion, or *bat "experienpe has demonstrated 
its incompatibility with free and rrpublioin 
governments." 

Was '.fie Shay's rebellion in Massv;husetts 
or the Whiskey rebellion In Pennsylvania, 
cansed by slarery T What if the Union had 
b*enlrokea np on the tariff question? Ger>. 
Jackson, in the passage which you quote from 
one of bis letters, truly and prophetically 
said, "the tariff was onlv a pretext, and dis- 
union and a Southern Confederacy the real 
object The next pretext will ae the negro or 
slarery question." A pretext is net a taut*: 
the canse lira back of the pretext. It is some- 
thing which, if avowed, might defeat the ob- 
ject, and it is, therefore, eorered np under a pre- 
text. Calhoun would hare secured little sup- 
port to his anti-tariff theories, if he had an- 
nounced that the saute of the morement was bis 
owa and his Meads' pride and ambition, and his 
obiect a Southern Confederacy, in the govern- 
ment of which those passions might be grati- 
fied. Hence, the tariff was thrust forward as 
the pretext or ostensible cause. Not succeed- 
ing nnder that pretext, Gen. Jackson foresaw 
that the conspirators weuld resort to another, 
the cause and the object being still the same. 
Nullification and secession were the outbreak- 
ings of the tamt eenspiracy nnder different 
pretexts, baring the same cause — pride and 
ambition — end aiming at the same end — the 
establishment of an independent Southern 
Confederacy. 

And do you really think that slarery Is "in- j 
compatible with free and Republican gorern- I 
meat?" Was there no Republican govern- 
nun't in Athens, Sparta, or Rome? Has Mas- 
sachusetts or Tennessee never had a "free and 
Republican gorernment?" In my bumble 
conception, "experience" — our own experience 
— has prove a exactly tbe reverse of your con- 
clusions. The United States and each of the 
thirty-four States have enjoyed all the bless- 
ings of "free and Republican government," 
and may et joy them again if they will, slavery 
or no slavery. If slavery was the cause of the 
rebellion against the Union, why did it not 
prevent tbe formation of tbe Union? Why, 
with this fatal disease at its heart, has it lived 
over three score years and ten, and not 
only lived, hut grown and prospered without 
a precedent In the history of nations? 
Will you ask me why it is, if Bravery be 
not the canse of the rebellion, that it was 
oiiginatcd acd is led by slaveholders? I an- 
swer, tbey became its authors and leaders, not 
because tbey were slaveholders, but because 
they erjoytd a monopoly of the cotton cul- 
ture in the United 8tates which brought nn 
told wtn'fh into their coffers, producing its 
natural effect upon the human heart. The ef- 
fect of great wealth is the same everywhere, 
no matter bow acquired. Its possessors illy 
brook the idea of equality with the toiling 
millions, either in social life or in govern- 
ment. Tbe spirit which it generates is al ways 
hostile lo a Democratic Republican govern- 
ment, 1 1 it so now in the North as well as the 
South, acd will continue to bo so, whether 
slavery be abolished or not. 

Bnt yon may say that it Is slavery which 
bee eeenred this inordinate wealth to the mas- 
ters. Not so much slavery as the cotton gin. 
Net so much slavery as the improved manu- 
facturing machinery of Lowell, Manchester 
and the like. It is they, and not slavery, 
which have so cheapened cotton fabrics for the 
ii-> e of man as measurably to drive all others 
of similar character, such as woollens and lin- 
eas. cut of competition, and instal cotton as 
'kit g." It is they, which, in their effects, 
had so bloated tbe pride of the cotton lords 
ss to make it easy fir them, in their own esti- 
mation, not only to break up tbe Union, but 
to control the governments of England and 
France. Now, you wonld think it very ridicu- 
lous if one should seriously maintain that the 
cotton gin or tbe manufacturing machinery 
was the canse of the rebellion. Tet it is they, 
and not the labor of the slave, which have 
given cotton its pre-eminence in the maris of 
commerce and showered riches upon tbe 
Southern planters. And will not the effect be 
precisely tbe same if cotton should be here- 
after raised by free labor? Indeed, if tbe cher- 
ished theory be true, that free labor is cheaper 
than slave labor, the abolition of slavery 
wonld increase the profits of the cotton cul- 
ture, and enhance the Income of tho planters, 
generating with a more vigorous growth 
those passions which have now deluged the 
country in blood. 

Tbe causes ot the rebellion lie beyond the 
reach of legislation, and have their sources in 
tbe laws ot nature and the depravity of the 
human heart. Destroy slavery and yon still 
have done but littie to remove them. If you 
cruld diffuse the cotton culture over the whole 
Union and equalise the profits of labor North 
and South, jou would strike at the sources of 
that inordinate wealth in which rebellion Is 
generated, acd tbus far diminish its causes, 
but to reach its real source, you must purify 
the human heart by the precepU of the New 
Testament. By them only can the rich be 
made to esteem themselves as no better than 
tbe poor, and the proud content themselves 
with a common lot under the government of 
the people. 

The Democratic party of the North, with a 
few exceptions, is not and nerer was a pro- 
slavery parly. They were and are always 
reedy to hail emancipation in a peaceful aud 
legal way, and to acquiesce in the extinguish- 
ment of slavery as one of the legiiima'e con- 
sequences of a protracted rebellion. It is net 
their love of slavery ; but their love *f liberty, 
of the Cbnsrifu/ton, and the Union, wnich in- 
duces them to. oppose the emancipation policy 
ot tbe Administration. They see in that pol- 
icy as illustrated in tbe President's emanci- 
pation proclamation, his plan of reconstruc- 
tion and ibe acts of Congress on the suhjsct, 
an overturning and reversal of the princ.plej 
which form tbe foundations of our system 
of government. In that system, the pe pie, 
ar.iog through their Sate orgai.ntioos, 
adopted tbe Constitution of the United 
Sta'es, granting certain powers to the United 
States, and expressly reserving all other pow- 
ers to tbtm-elves or to their State govern- 
ments. It was optional with etch S'ate to 
adopt the Constitution or not. Some of them 
did not adopt it until after it had been put in 
operation over the States which bad adopted 
it. In the meantime, the disaeDting States 
were, in every sense of the word, independent 
nations. And they would have remunod 
such unto this day had tbey not subsequently 
adopted tbe Constitution and come into the 
Union. In so doing they surrendered a cer- 
tain portion of their sovereign pewors, but 
reierved all the rest. Iu the exercise of their 
n served powers, the States are just as sover- 
eign aB they ever were— just as eovareigi as 
the Uuited estates in tbe exercise of the grant- 
ed powers. We live under two sovereigns, 
each as absolute within lb* scope of its om 
powers as two nations occupying two dis- 
tinct and weil-dtfined territories. 

Legitimate State rights are composed of all 
the powers reserved to the States when they 
respectively assented to the Constitution. 
Among them, pa pably aud undeniably, is the 
power to regulate the relations between man 
aid wife, parent and child, master and ap- 
pi entice, master and servant, bond or free. 
Have the United States power to regulate 
marriage settlements or grant divorces within 
the Slates? Can Congress or the President, 
under any pretext, free the child from his pa- 
rent or tbe apprentice from bis master? What 
would tbe country think if the President were 
to issue a proclamation declaring all boys free 
?iom their parents at the age of sixteen, and 
pledging the military power of tbe Union to 
support tbem in the aseertion of their liberty? 
It would be an intolerable violation of indi- 
vidual and State rights, bat no more uncon- 
stitutional than a proclamation purporting to 
free tbe servant, bond or free, from the lawful 
authority of bis master. 

Bnt it is said that the Southern rebels have 
otfeited all rights under the Constitution and 
laws What if they have? Does that release 
tbe President from bis obligation to the Con- 
stitution and laws in dealing with them? Is 
there any principle recognized in our Bystem 
of government which can justify him in be- 
coming judge, jury, and executioner, depriv- 
ing even notorious criminals of property, if 
not of l'fe, without the intervention of the 
courts ot justice? 

But the a- sumption s of the President in this 
and other matters are justified npon the plea 
ot the "war power," and the President himself 
claims tbe riiiht to do anything which be m*y 
tbii k will ■ ii him in suppressing the rebellion, 
tbe Constitution notwithstanding. I have 
scarcely patience, sir, to diacn98 a proposition 
eo moostrons aid so absurd. We live nnder 
a Cocttiiulion made for war as well as peace; 
tut npon tbis theory it is virmallr suspended 
as soon as war occurs, and the President be- 
comes a D'ctator, with all the powers of an 
absolute monarch. Upou this theory no mtn 
id the Obttfd Slates now enjoys liberty and 
property nn er ary other t-nur.» than the will 
ot Ab'ahem Linrotr. If be ebouid take it in o 
bie reed tbar it wou'd eonduce to the success 
of tbe war, he could, in hiR own op'rijo, rigbt- 
fu ly seite, iiotonly tbe pro #ity o' every mi*, 
''onl ai d dielryal, and kII hia sons <• >ti >h e of 
beeiirt a w.s. but aleo MnwirV and Utile ones. 
We lip.ve ahead* eem tuis power exercised to 
a mo.t aUncing t x.cnv. 



We see it in the nnreaaanable searches and 
•eitnres of perrons and papers, in direct vio- 
lation of the Constitution. 

In arrests of obnoxious Individuals and 
their imprisonmentwithout warrant or charges 
preferred, ai d in some instances cnt off from 
all communication with family, friends, or 
counsel. 

In tbe sut pression of newspapers and wan- 
ton arrest of Editors. 

In k idDapping and sending out of the coun- 
try e foreigner in violation not only of our 
own laws but of tbe international laws of the 
whole civilised world. 

In tie asiumttion by the President of the 
power to regulate the right of suffrage In the 
States, and ettab'ish minority and ariitoeratii 
governments under the pretext of guarantee- 
irg republican governments. 

In imposing illegal and degrading oaths, 
treatiag loval men as rsbels and insulting 
tbsm with the alternative ot giving np either 
their slave property or their right of suffrage. 

In using the army to drire lejal roters from 
tbe polls and secure the election of the par- 
tisans of the men In power. 

Whr, sir, under this tremendous "War 
Power," as asserted and practised upon, the 
President may aot only nse the army to se- 
cure bis own re-eler tlon, bnt may orerthrow 
all State government*, turn OongreM out of 
doors, and abelish the Constitution! Why 
not? Has he not already subrsrted the Oon- 
ttitution in many essentia' particulars, aud 
has be aot just as much right to subvert the 
whole ? Has he not orertbrown sererai S'ate 
goremmento, and may b* not, by tbe same 
right, orerthrow the whole? He has a polity 
forth* suppression of the rebellion; he is pro- 
posed for re-election for the express purnoseof 
carrying out that policy; he claims the 
right to do anything under the "War Power" 
which may conduce to that end. If, there- 
for*, his re election be deemed essential to 
that and, why may he not, nnder this mon- 
strous "War Power," send bit armies into the 
loyal States to drire all opponents from the 
polls? It would only bedoiagon a large scale 
what has been done on a smaller scale In 
Delaware, Maryland, and Kentucky. And 
should he be re-elected and any State gorern- 
mrnts or Ooosres* itself should presume to 
oppose his policy tot the suppression of the 
rebellion, what, npon this theory, is to prevent 
bis sweeping them all away and by tbe aid of 
his white and more subservient black troops 
making himself tb* Lord Protector of our 
liberties! 

Bnt there Is a constitutional "War Power," 
simple in its principles and readily apoiienole 
to tke present state of the country. It looks 
npon tbe seceded States, of right and in law, 
as much States in the Union ai they ever 
were. It looks npon Congress as fully em- 
cowered to put, at the disposition of tbe Presi- 
dent, all the men of tbe country, black aud 
white, and all of their property, for the sup- 
pression of the rebellion. It considers it the 
duty of tbe President to use these means for 
tbe purpose of conquering aud disarming the 
rebel hosts and protecting the people in the re- 
sumption and exercise of their civil and con- 
stitutional rights end rlnM»s. Everything 6e- 
1/ono! (Ai* i« U SU RP ATI© N. The 6ece4ed Sc»-ei 
need no reconstruction. Let the Government 
bnt put down the armed rebellion, and the 
macs of tbe people would unconditionally and 
gladly return to their allegiance. But you 
will r.ot let them I You impose upon them 
berth and degrading terms. Instead of con- 
ciliating, you drive them to desperation. To 
gratlff a Northern faction, one portion of 
which is too ambitions of place aud power to 
l e patriotic, and another too blinded by fanat- 
icism to be just or prudent, you have diverted 
tbe war from its only legitimate object, and, 
rushing over tbe dead bodies of myriuls of 
Northern as well as Southern men, are tramp- 
ling on all the barriers of the white man's 
liberty in pnrsnit of the phantom of n«gro 
freedom I The world has never witnessed a 
more wicktd and fatal delusion I 

I. sir, wonld also apptal, not from the high 
po*ition of a candidate for effioe, but from 
tbe station of a private cltiz°n who has long 
since lived out his political and now almost 
hie natural life, "to my old friends, the Dem- 
ocratic party proper." I look upon the great 
mast of that party as (As only truly loyal 
party in the country — loyal to "the Constitu- 
tion a* it is, and. tbe Union as it waj." No 
party ever had a better chance to honor them- 
selves and save their country than had that 
party in 1862. The tide of public opinion was 
decidedly in their favor, and had they been 
tree to themselves, they would now control 
the government. But by equivocal dl> 
cussions, timid counsels, and in some ist- 
itaccee tbe support of men whose lovel y 
was questioned, they suffered their adroit and 
unprincipled adversaries to tlx npon the whole 
party the stain of disloyalty. Under this im- 
putation they lost in 1863 the ground they had 
gained in 1862. Let them not in 1864 repeat 
tbe errers of 1863. Tbe tide of public opin- 
ion is now decidedly against the Administra- 
tion; but the people are still devoted to the 
Unien and will not vote for the men who 
have the smell of disloyalty npon their gar- 
ments. Lat the Democratic party put for- 
ward candidates of undoubted loyalty, who 
are prepared to say to tbe people of t*ie seced- 
ed States, in the language *t General Jackson: 
"The Federal Union must be preserved; but 
yon acd your States will become entitled to 
all your original rights and privileges under 
the Constitution as soon as there shall be no 
armed rebel within your borders " 

It is my fiim conviction that such a course 
will secure an overwhelming victory to the 
Democratic party ia November next, and to 
their country reunion and peace. It cannot 
be, that even New England is willing to sacri- 
fice all her e.ble young and middlc-iged men 
in a protracted war waged, not for the Unioa, 
but for tbe mere purpose of giving liberty to 
nf gro slaves in distant S'ates. But should tbe 
Democratic party this year select for their 
lending candidates m^n whoie devotion to 
tte preeervationot tbe Union is doobvful, then 
woe we, protracted woes, be to them and their 
country.

Geologists 
prove the somber of years it takes to build to 
a mountain fiom tbeeimensiosB oftbeSlieve- 
garaon to that of the King Mountain crowned 
by Mont Blanc. If, frum causes end effect, 
scientific gentlemen deduct positive con- 
clusions as to the formation of the earth 
and tbe appearance at a certain time of opaqu9 
or brilliant bodies upon the surface of tae 
Heavens, why cannot moralists also for the 
same reason argue as to tbe similarity of 
morals in different ages and amongst diffarect 
cations. When the Bceptre of the Roma 
was polluted by that traditionary tyrant N.-r , 
morals were at a low ebb, at a great discount 
among that mighty people, and especially 
wire tbe inbabitants of tbe World's Mistress

'ban the fierce assaults ot the hordes and van- 
dals of Northern Europe. Are we not in 
greater danger of loosing our liberties from 
tbe awful depravity which stalks abroad iu the 
land, from the corrop.ion aud imbecility of 
our leaders aud public servants, than from tbe 
military power of armed traitors, now warring 
acairst tb e life and existence oi the nation?

Th* moneys are applied to 
i t: uses, sucb as fnrni.hinga post baad, p»v- 
iug printing bills, scents, etc. After paying 
all expenses from March up to last month, 
tb*re rsmains ia th* treasury $10,000. So 
yen see that otber men than the Rothschilds 
can succeed as financiers. We invite the 
attention ot Mr. Fessenden, Secretary of tbe 
National Treasury, to the modus operandi by 
which he can always have full coffers, and 
would reapectfully refer him tor further in- 
farmation to Gen. James B. Steadman, aud my 
friend, Capt. E. B. Kirk, post treasurer.

Of tbe total number whose remains 
now quietly Blumber here, more than half 
bave died rr^m diseases — diarrhea, consump- 
tion, acd fevers principally. The cemetery, 
when finished, will be a credit to its origina- 
tors, and a source of pride to the nation.

DBATB Or LtBUT. UK. B. LRNRT. 

The death of this fine yoang officer was as 
sudden and unexpected at it was universally 
regretted and lamented. He was tbe pet ot 
bis regimcnl — the 19th regulars. Generous 
to a teult, and brave beyond qiestion, bis 
enemies were few and his friends many. He 
served in the Indian wars previous to the re- 
bellion, acd accompanied the expedition to 
Utah nnder A. Sydney Johnston. Daring the 
present campaign his post was on the skirmish 
line, and for a portion of the time,as a senior 
efficer, commanded the regiment. He had re- 
ceived honoiable mention from his superior 
officer*, and > tiring tbe first assault upon Baz- 
s*rd Roost, in tbe reconnoisance previous to 
our general advance, was conspicuous for his 
d.-.ring acd gallantry. The fatigue of the cam- 
pa'gn was more than bis naiura could 
support. Taken sick on theChattaaoochie, be 
arrived here on the 6th of J nly, suffering fram 
remittcnt.fever, and on the llth, five days af- 
terward, bis spirit passed quietly away from 
the ccene and strife of earthly life. He died 
of typhoid fever. His family aad friends re- 
side in Hnrrisburg or Pniladelphia, and 
whether tbey are Informed of his death I am 
unable to learn. Should the press of those 
cities see this brief tribute to aa estimable and 
brave young officer, I believe they would con- 
fer a great favor on his bereaved pareats by 
transmitting it to their columns, as tbns they 
should be certain to procure the facts attend- 
ing the death of their noble son.

— As the steamer May 
Duke was passing down the Ohio river, a few 
miles above Sbawneetown, she was fired npoa 
by a party of guerillas on shore, with musket- 
ry. The fire was promptly returned by some 
t fficers and cititens on board the boat, and 
one of the guerillas was known to bite the 
dust. The guerillas decamped epsedily, the 
firing being too hot for them. 

Susllixo HisaaasoH.— Some excitement, 
•ays the Evansville Journal of Wednesday, 
was produced yesterday by the report of can' 
■onadicg in the direction of Henderson, and 
it was even reported by some that they saw 
shells bursting over that devoted city. Wo 
heard it stated that Captain Perkins, of the 
Brilliant, had thrown nine shells into or orer 
the city. 

Gusbiha Ftonr — The Evansville Journal 
learns that a sharp fight occurred on Monday 
night at or rear Yelvington between guerillas 
and a detachment of colored troops. Ssven of 
the negroes were reported killed, but the loss 
of the guerillas was not ascertained. 

tV It is said Adam Johnson has delivered 
over to Captain Perkins, commanding the 
gunboats *ff Henderson, two guerilla Captains 
as the murderers of Mr. Rankin, at Henderson. 

PefGor. Bramlette and Mej. Gen. Bur- 
bridge arrived in the city on Wednesday eve- 
ning. They are stopping at tbe Louisville 
Hotel. 

Tbe dead body of an infant was found 
in tbe Wabash river at Tiucennes on Monday.

— Under this caption the 
Eransrille Journal has the following: 

Mocday was filied with horror. Just af- 
»r norn, Jobn Emrich, and a man from Posey 
ceunty, named William afeta,gOI into a quar- 
rel at C * J Miller's store, relatire to a mat- 
t r of busin'SS. At tbe beginning of the 
qi arrel, Emrich seized a glass, and Mats a 
eiiorel, but Cbris. Miller interfered aod dis- 
aimed both. Again tbey commeuoed the 
quarrel, and Emrich again took a glass and 
Ueti an ax handle, but Miller again separated 
and disarmed them. Shortly afterwards tuey 
came together, and Emrich cut Meti with a 
knife, inflicting two most terrible gashes in 
the side of U- i, producing death inafew 
minutes. Emrich was arrested aad lodged in 
jail. 

An engineer, formerly of the steamer Car- 
rie, and Cbarley Scencer, got into a quarrel 
on Second street Tbe engineer, named Theo- 
dore Carey, struck Spencer with bis left hand 
onder the ear, and broke his neck, produoiag 
death almost instantly. As soon as the engi- 
neer saw tbat Spencer wss dead he attempted 
to make his escape by the alley, aud was fol- 
lowed by Tenroorde, the City Marshal, who 
ordered him to stop, which he disregarded, 
when Tenvoorde tired at him three times, one 
shot taking ttfect, inflicting what is supposed 
to be a mortal wound.

After passing the forts at the entrance of 
Mobile bay, our gallant navy encountered the 
rebel ram Tenntssee, and a terrible confl ict 
ensned, in which a numher of onr brave tars 
fell.

Admiral Buchanan was taken a prisoner 
among others. He lost a leg ia the action, 
and, notwitbstandiag bis suaTerings, is said to 
bave expressed a determination to fight 
again, and die, if necessary, nnder the (£n- 
federa'e flag. This, if true, at least *vinces 
pluck worthy of a better cause.

The rebel gunboat Selma, after a abort ac- 
tion, wa* capturad by the United State* gun- 
boat Uetacomet. We understand two other 
rebel vessels w*r* destroyed, but we did not 
sncc«*d In obtaining their names. 

fOBT FOWBLL DBSTBOTBD. 

Fort Powell was blewn np by th* rebels at 

11 o'clock on Friday night. 

FORT QAISIS. 

The out buildings around Fort Gaines were 
burned by the rebels, with tbe intention of 
evacuating the same, but our fleet were 
watching tbe movements of the rebels so 
closely tbat it was impossible for them to es- 
cape. Finally the land forces, under com- 
mand of Msjor-General Gordon Granger, in- 
vested tbe place, aad it speedily surrendered 
unconditionally. 

HOBI FBIZBB. 

Two rebel gunboats — the Gaines and the 

Morgan — were blcckaded by the United 
States gnnboats Chickasaw and Winnebago, 
in Navy Cove, close to Fort Morgan. Escape 
for them is impossible, as there is no outlet to 
tbe place in which they are coeped na. The 
water was too shoal for our large gunboats to 
follow these two rebel vessels. 

TBI TLBIT OTIB, 1TO. 

The principal part of the United States fleet 
had passed over the bar and were inside of 
Mobile bay. A body of troops had been land- 
ed and were co operating witb the fleet. These 
troopBwere at the forts' at 12 o'clock on Friday 
night 

SAO CASUALTY TO TBI O.IIIOA. 

Tbe United States gnnboat Oneida was 
struck by a shell flora tbe ram Tennessee. It 
pessed through the Oneida's beiler, scattering 
hot water, and scalding thirty of her men, 
tome sererely. 

The gallant men who compose her crew will 
receive tbe sympathy of the whole country. 
The sad accident happened just as victory 
perched upon our banners.' 

OVB LOSSBS. 

Admiral Farragut's force up to the time 
when tbe Glasgow left bad sustained a loss 
of 240 killed aua wounded. The Hartford, 
flagship, sustained a loss of twenty-three kill- 
ed and twelve wonnded. 

ffUTCBB PLANS. 

It was tbe intention of Admiral Farragut 
to push forward bisvestelsof lightest draught 
toward Mobile. It was thought they would 
be enabled to reach Dog river, aod, when once 
there, tbey wonld be in close proximity to tbe 

freat commercial city of Alabama — Mobile, 
hey would be able to shell the city. 

THB FOBTS Din HO DAUAOI. 

Before the Glasgow lefi the vessels com- 
posing the fleet were telegraphed, and the in- 
formation given above obtained. 

It is a notabl* fact tbat all the injury sus- 
tained by our flset was inflicted by the ram 
Tennessee. The shots from the forts proved 
harmless, inflicting no serious injury to onr 
gallant navy in its assaults upon this strong- 
bold of rebeldom. 

TBI LIII OF tlAT.TLI. 

The Union fleets passed the forts in the fol- 
lowing order: First came the tour monitors, 
two of tbem the same which recently lay in 
front of New Orleans; then came the Brook- 
lyn, with a steamer lashed to her side, the side 
fartberest removed from the enemy ; follow- 
ing her came the flag-ship Hartford, with the 
Metacomet lashed to her. In what order the 
others followed we have not yet ascertained. 

ADMIRAL FABBAOl'T'S POSITION. 

The position chosen by tbe Admiral, and 
wbicb he maintained throughout the con- 
test, was a novel, but most commanding one. 
Desiring at once to overlook tbe enemy aud 
watch the movements of bis own fleet, he as- 
cended to the maintop of the Hartford, and 
was there lssbed fast. 

A speaking trumpet was run down to the 
dick, and an officer was stationed at the lower 
end to receive tbe Admiral's orders, and p iss 
them to tbe person whose duty it was to see 
tbem executed. 

This prove d to be a most admirable arrange- 
ment, aud we may expect ere loig for the 
commanders of fleets to have their comforta- 
ble quarters built for themselves on the top of 
the masts of their flag- ships. 

TBI FLIZT PILOT. 

Elevated as was tbe statien of tbe Admiral, 
the Fleet Pilot rirvjted him, for be too was 
far np in the rigging, and from hii high posi- 
tion communicated his orders to his subordi- 
nates. 

TBI WAY TBI TIAKBS8BB WAS TAX RN. 

The great rebel iron-clad ram Tennessee, 
which tbe ribels hare so often boasted could 
acd would, If opporinoily presented, Bias; the 
whole Federal fleet, has had a trial, fought 
well, la; was forced to succumb to superior 
skill and prowess. A tor the fleet had pasted 
tbe forts, all tbe vessels made direct fir tbe 
Tennessee, aod completely surrounded her. 
Then followed the fiercest of the combat. Ship 
after ship wes driven against the iron Bides of 
tbeir foimidab e adversary, and broadside a'- 
ter brcactide pcured in upon ber, until ebe 
was overpowered, and the bistard stars and 
bars gave place to the glorious fl ig of the tree. 

HOW TBB BABTFOBD WAS IRJURID. 

It is witb pain tbat we inform onr readers 
tbat the Hanford, tbe ship that has so often 
hurled defiance in the very teeth of tbe reb- 
el? in their boosted stronghold, received some 
serious injuries in tbis fight, but the enemy 
cannot claim credit for having performed tbe 
died. 

The Hartford took a leading part in the 
struggle witb tbe Tennessee, and it was while 
mBiceurring to irjure her enemy that tbe ac- 
cident occurred which we are about to relate. 

With a full bead of steam on, the Hartford 
reeled down upoi>|' begre.it iron-clad, and the 
coLcusreion shook the rebel rtsiel to the cen- 
ter, but witbont damaging tho stout sides of 
the fleg ship. Swinging around, 8f:er hunt- 
ing her opponent, it was the intention to de- 
liver a broadeide into ber. Just at this criti- 
cal moment a vessel was discovered rushing 
npon the Hartford from tbe otber side. 

It is proved to be tbe Metacomet wMch had 
tbe exact range of the ram, but tie Hartfo-d 
hud ewung ecrtss her path, and the smeke 
which enveloped tbe combatants was Bn1>ns» 
that, until tbe moment before they collided, 
the nnfortnnate position of the Harttord was 
not discovered. As soon a> the latter was 
discerned the engines of tbe Metacomet were 
stepped and reversed; but etill tbe momentum 
wss sufficient to crush in the side timbers of 
tbe Hartford. 

This accident will compel the Hartford to 
go North for repairs. Admiral Farragut is 
eaid to be exceedingly grieved at this misfor- 
tune — tbat is, as much grieved as a man who 
has won a great victory can be. 

TBI TICCMSgB. 

As stated before, tbe monitor Tecumseh was 
blown up bya torpedo and sunk; but it is 
i bought that she can be raised aod repaired. 
It grieves us to state, tbat, so far as known, 
only ten taen were saved; but we hope aod 
believe that later and more positive account* 
will place a more faverable aspect upon tbis 
affair. 

ADMIRAL BUCHANAN. 

Latest account say tbat tbis brave but mis- 
guided officer is very low, and that it is al- 
rxct impassible tbat he ean recover. Admi- 
ral Frarklin Buchanan is tho only officer of 
bis rank in tbe r. b,-l navy. He is an old and 
perienced r fficer, having ori^ifally entered 
t- Uri'ed States navy on the 28th of Jan- 
uary, 1815 On the breaking out ot the re- 
bellion, be deserted bi« ciuntry e a\t and on 
the5tb ol September, 1861, entered tbe service 
of tb* so celled Confederacy. On the'26'.b of 
August, 1863, tbe organization of the rebel 
navy wa« completed, and he, on that day, re* 
ceirtd bis ormmiesion as Admiral Buchanan 
whs a native of, and was appointed from 
Mnryl&nd. He served twenty-tne years and 
five months tea service iu tbe United S'atA- 
oa»y, and tine years on tbe shore. He has 
been i ■ ■■ui commannant at Mobile nearly the 
wbole time eince leaguing with trai'ors. 

Should the present incuruben' if the rmsi- 
ticn of senior officer in the rebel nivv nn 1 
• urvive, acbHoee to teatity tbeir rega-.ii for 
ibe- pirv.te f-emmes will be Oj-enel to tbe 
rebel antborities. 

LOfS or TRK PB1I.LIPP1. 

We cm scry to record the I >b« of tbe des 
pa-> b |t< ani-r PKHHi p°. C iptain 8. overs Sse 
bnm.d in tigtt c. r tte fleet, tut ;be affsix it 
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as yet enveloped In mystery. The Phillippa 
wag a beautifnliy finished, sharo-prowed, 
light-draught steamer, built expressly for 
speed, and for some tim* past has been em- 
ployed as Admiral Farragut'* despatch boat. 

She accompanied the Hartford until within 
range of the rebel works, but when firing b*- 
gan she was ordered away. After getting 
some distaace out, flames were observe 1 to 
burst suddenly from her, and it is supposed 
she wa* totally destroyed. The fate of Capt, 
Seevers and the other officers and men of the 
Pbillippe is unknown, but it is thought they 
took to the boats and polled to some of the 
blockading squadron in Mississipni sound, a 
distance of nearly thirty miles. The destruc- 
tion of thi* vxsel is a severe loss, as She Was 
•xtrtmely useful to *ur naval commanders. 

BOW TBI BABTFOBO WIIT 1ST. 

The noble old ship-of-war Hartford bad of 
eenrte to perform some deed of more than 
cemmon dnring—iomething different from the 
!!al!*nt exploit* of her consorts. 

W baa it came to bar turn to run the fiery 
esuntlet Admiral Farragut directed her to be 
steamed in as close to Fort Morgan as the 
depth of the water wonld permit; and as the 
shore at this point is very abrupt, very short 
range wss thus obtained. 

Tbe battle-tried vessel moved steadily down 
toward the rebels, and received tbeir fire 
without iLjnry, when her heavy broadside* 
were opened upon the fort. Grape and can- 
i*ter were literally rained upin the enemy, 
at once stopping all work at his gnni, and 
reusing the artillerymen to seek safety in 
ignominlons flight. So fierce and well sus- 
tained were the Hartford'rbroadaides that the 
rebel fire was nullified, and all the damage 
tbat ve**el received wa* in the subsequent 
tight in tbe bay, of which more hereafter. 

MOBIL! BAY. 

Mobile bay sets up from the Gulf of Mexico, 
acd is thirty miles long, and, on an averaze, 
twelve miles broad. It communicates wit) 
tbe gulf by two straits, one on each side of 
Dauphin Island. The strait on the west side 
will not admit of vessels drawing more than 
five feet water; that on th* uas'. side, between 
tbe island and Mobile point, has twenty-two 
feet water, and the channel passes within a 
few yards of tbe point The • is a bar aero a 
tbe bay, near its upper end, which bas only 
eleven feet water. The Mobile pjint light-* 
heose la on the east side of tbe entrance in'o 
Mobile bay. Lat 30* 11' 48", long. 88° 00 
30" west Three miles southwest of Mobile 
point is Sand Island light; lat 30" 11 18" 
Eorth, leng. 88* 02' west Within the biy, a 
little seutb of tbe city of Mobile, is the Oaoc- 
taw point light-house. 

Fort Morgan is situated on -h > western 
point of Mobile point, a narrow neck of lied 
projecting in semi circular torm into the gulf. 
Fort Gaines is located on the eastern end of 
Danphin island, and is about three milts and 
a quarter from Fort Morgan. Tbe anchorage 
for shipping is inside of Dauphin i 'land, and 
is twenty-eight miles distant from the city. 
Ab we approach the city the water gra iually 
sboalp, bnt there is a channel rufficit-utly deep 
to admit reesels drawing ten or twelreree' of 
water up to Dog river bar. Here tte mail 
steamers cometimes experienced difficulty in 
getting orer. From thence np to the city 
there is a depth of from nine to tw*lrefe)t, 
A 6trcng easterly or southerly wind, however, 
rells up the waters of the guff, whkh at high 
tide adds sometimes as much as ten or fifteen 
!eet. 

Mobile is situated on the right bank of the 
river of the same name, about sixty miles 
btlow tbe confluence of the Alabamt and 
Tombigbee, and near the junction of the river 
ard the bay. It is the southern terminas of 
the Mobile aud Ohio railroad. Tbe census of 
tbe United States shows Mobile to have been, 
before the breaking out of the war, the third 
exporting city of the Union. The principal 
article of merchandise was cotton, although 
r aval stores in considerable quantities fjuud 
an outlet to foreign and domestic ports. 

There is nowhere to be fonnd on the g ilf 
coest a better place for a military camp, t'ne 
high land to th* west is rapidly drained 
after a rain, and at a distance ef a few miles 
out of town, near Spring Hill, is a Spring of 
clear cool water, from- which the city receives 
a supply by means of pipes laid under ground. 

The sinking of tbe Tecumseh has been al- 
ready described. As she went down some 
men jumped from her turret. Bight of these 
cut the painter of her yawl and escaped to the 
despatch boat Ensign Neels, of tbe Meta- 
c met, took a boat and rescued one officer and 
three men, whose name* are unknown to us. 
This action was one of tbe most heroic of the 
war. He rode fearlessly between tbe con- 
tending ships, exposed to the fire of bjth 
frieads aad foes. From the plan of battle it 
will be seen tbat tbe starboard ships only 
fired on Fort Morgan, the others on Fort 
Gaines. After getting beyond the range of 
the forts the ships unlashed and prepared to 
receive tbe rebel ram and gunboats that fol- 
lowed them. As the Tennessee came np it 
was evident that she was searching for the 
Hartford. She steamed through the fleet, de- 
livering her broadsides right and left, but did 
not "ram" any. As soon as she appeared 
most of tbe vessels steamed for her, seeing 
tbat tbe whole battle turned upon getting her 
ont of the way. 
Fsrrsgnt, In bis flag-ship, determined to give 
Buchanan tbe opportunity of fighting hi -a h« 
evidently desired, and made directly at him 
Like R chmond and Richard on B s forth 
field, Farragut and Buchanan were bunting 
each other, determined so fstr na they could, 
to settle the issue in person. 

Capt. Strong, of the MonongaheU, seeing a 
cl er sweep at the ram, a halt mile distant, 
came down npon him amid ships with a blow 
tbat made bis ribs crack, and backed out 
without getting a shot. Then came the Hart- 
f id Bteamicg at fall head, but tbe blow of tbe 
Monccgahel (lightly changed tho position of 
t e ram, so that the Hartford instead of 
BtiikiLg a fair blow at right angles, mide a 
glancing one toward the bow of the Tenues- 
l ', thus causing the vessels to sink side by 
tid.-, the Ttnnecsee pouring a fu 1 broadside 
diiectly into the Hartford's ports, causing 
rearly the wbole of her fearful loss. At 
almost the e*me moment the Lackawana 
ctoit at tbe ram, but missed her aim, owing 
t> tbis swing ot the Harford, and struck the 
at er vessel between her after porta, knock- 
ing them into one. But the staunch old craft 
stood still in the fight. The Tennessee then 
struck ber colors, and wts taken possession 
of, as stated yes'erday. 

Adm rat Fnchanan, after he bad8urrenfa-ed 
his sword to Captain Geraud, remarked that 
so great wss bis anxiety to sink the Admiral's 
stip be wools' have b< en willing to die ii two 
m i ntrs it be could bave sunk tbe Hartfird. 
V ben the S • ' rr a struck her fl tg the Port Rot al 
bad ceeetd firing on ber, and made prepara- 
tions to board ber. Master Sterritt had th* 
boardiog party prepared and in readiness. 
Tbe two gunboats which took refn/e tinder 
Fort Morgan were to have been attacked yes- 
terday by tbe monitor Chickasaw. All th* 
wounded have been removed to Pensacola. 
Lieutenant Prentiss died at two o'clock yes- 
terday. Admiral Buchanan is doing well. It 
is tl ought bis leg will be saved. 

Four steamboats, loaded with spectators, 
rnoet of whom were ladies, came down from 
Mobile to see tbe fight. When the boats got 
by tbe forts, they run in hot haste for the 
city. 

Concerning tbe loss of the Tecumseh, wa 
have received the following from the naval 
headquarters in this city:

„-,_, Among the provisions of he new la 
fercal Tax Law, in regard to ' licenses," tho 
Philadelphia Inquirer points to one which wm 
not in the original bill or in the H.-tne 
amendmen'j, but which was put in oy the 
Senate and adopted by the House. Its ? ys 
the section in regard to license spec.fy va- 
rious employments, trades, and profeseions for 
which license is required, but the new pro- 
vision make • a wholesale sweep by declaring 
that a lice-ise feooften dollars shall be re- 
quired "of every person, firm, or corporation 
engaged ic any business, trade, or profession 
whatever, for which no other liconse is rc- 
quiied, wh se gross annual receipts thorefor 
exceed one '.honsand dollars." The applica- 
tion is so extensive that it would seom to 
take in all classes of persons prosecuting busi- 
ness, and render unnecessary all those por- 
tions of the act which specify the parties re- 
quired to take out license at the rate of ten 
dollars per annum. As the words appear 
above- quoted, they are extensive in 
their signification, but a decision of 
Commissioner Lewis, just published, renders 
them so general in their operations that they 
would seem to embrace the case of every per- 
son who makes more than one thousand dol- 
lars a year by his own labor or industry. In 
the first place, he decides that where a parson 
licensed to follow a particular business, a'.so 
follows another which yields him more than 
one thousand dollars a year from thai source, 
he must take out an additional licensa. If 
hiB combined profits are more than the sum 
named, but neither occupation produces one 
thousand dollars, no license is required. So 
with members of a firm who prosecute other 
business than that for which the firm has 
license. The following are extracts from the 
decision: 

A license, though procured by a firm, will 
not protect a person belonging to the firm and 
prosecuting an independent business, nor will 
a license to a corporation protect its corporate 
memberB or employes. A man may be one of 
a firm requiring a license, one of a corporate 
company requiring a license, and, at the same 
time, a clerk of the same or of another firm or 
corporation, and be compelled to pay a license 
fee as such clerk. His business as employe 
is separate from that of the firm or corporation 
so far as concerns him individually. The 
license fee is the purchase of a personal privi- 
lege, or rather, perhaps, a tax on the personal 
employment of the tax-payer, and inures to 
the benefit of no third person, whatever may 
be the relation between the parties. The act 
regards corporation in their legal character as 
artificial persons, and partnerships as quasi 
corporations having a legal existence separate 
and distinct from the individuals by the ag- 
gregation of whom they are respectively con- 
stituted. In States where the local law alle ivs 
a married woman to act as a femme sole she 
will be subject to the license duty if she pur- 
sues a busiuess which yields the ■ prescribed 
amount Minors in business incur the same 
liabilities tar licenses as adults. 

Second. The business, trade, or profession 
montioned in the act is limited to such as no 
other license is required for. But if a person 
already licensed for one business pursues 
another, winch yields him more than oue thou- 
sand dollars, he is obliged to pay a separate 
license fee. The business, trade, or profession 
requiring a license fee, must be one which of 
ii&tnf yields over a thousand dollars. II a 
person should carry on two trades— one of a 
tailor, for instance, and one ef a shoemaker — 
or should pursue the profession of a clergy- 
man and at the same time teach school, from 
each of which pursuits his receipts should not 
exceed one thousand dollars, he would not be 
required to pay a license fee. For though the 
license is to the person, it is for the business, 
and the business which demands it must, 
without aid from other sources, produce a 
sum in excess of that mentioned in the stat- 
ute. Different varieties, or branches of the 
same kind of business, do not come within 
this principle; and care on the part of the 
revenue officers is necessary to distinguish be- 
tween what is, and what is not, a kind of 
business different from some other kind. 

Among those persons who may be liable to 
take license under this paragraph may be 
enumerated the following, as oxamples, to 
wit: Clergymen, teachers, farmers, artists, 
boarding-housekeepers, book-keepers, gar- 
deners, nursery men, express men, teamsters, 
truckmen, bricklayers, bank tellers, presi- 
dents and cashiors of banks, substitute brok- 
ers, painters and blacksmiths (when not man- 
ufacturers), persons carrying on saw mills, 
clover, grist, or other mills (when not manu- 
facturers); superintendents, managers, agents, 
or officers of companies or corporations; firms, 
companies, or corporations organized for any 
business not requiring any other license, such 
as railroad and insurance companies, &c. 

An office held under the Federal or under a 
State Government is not either a business, 
trade, or profession, in the meaning of the act 
The commission which the officer holds of the 
executive authority, or appointing power, is 
his sufficient license. 

This decision is somewhat obscure, we think 
with the Inquirer, in regard to an important 
question, what is a business trade or profession. 
Does the law apply to every person who at- 
tends to the business of another, or follows a 
trade, or is assistant in a profession? One 
who is engaged in a buBiness, in the popular 
idea, is the principal person, for whose benefit 
the business is conducted, and not his subor- 
dinates or workmen to whom he pays wages. 
Yet Mr. Lewis speaks of clerks and book- 
keepers as coming nndsr this head. They are 
certainly not in business for themselves any 
more than a journeyman carpenter. They 
are only assistants, and although the law may 
bear the strict construction put upon it, it is 
very doubtful whether those who pas3ed it 
imagined that it would be carried to the ox- 
tent indicated in the decision of the Commis- 
sioner Of Internal Revenue.

Andrew Johnson a Skcissionht.— Our 
readers will hardly be surprised to hear that 
Andrew Johnson is theoretically as well as 
practically a secessionist, nevertheless we will 
lay the proof of the fact before them. They 
ought to know it, whether it has power to 
heighten their present contempt for him or not. 

Referring to the personal liberty laws of 
some of the Northern States in his speech in 
the Senate on the eve of the outbreak of the 
rebellion, Andrew Johnson said:

When the Fede- 
ral government th»U fail to execute all the 
laws that are made in strict conformity with 
the Constitution, if our sister States shill pass 
laws violative of that Constitution, and ob- 
structing the laws of Congress passed in con- 
formity with it, thon, and not .ill then, will 
this government have failed to accomplish 
the great objects of its creation. Then it will 
be at an end, and all thb partus to ths 

COMPACT WILL BB RELEASED. 

In other woids, he declares, that, when any 
of the States violate the Constitution, the 
Onion is thereby dissolved. This [declaration 
presupposes that the Union is not a govera- 
ment but a mere partnership. In short, the 
declaration asserts the theory of secession, 
and asserts it in ita most insidious and mis- 
chievous form, — the form in which secession 
put forth ita most dangerous efforts in the 
Border States. 

Andrew Johnson is thus in theory as bad 
a secessionist as Jeff Davi3 is. Abraham Lin- 
coln, as we have repeatedly shown, is much 
worse, seeing that he applies the theory of se- 
cession not merely to States but to parts of 
States. While Johnson is a secessionist, Liu- 
coin is aa anarchist. Nor does the thing stop 
at theory, aa the conservatives all know, and 
as the rest of the country is rapidly learning. 
Lincoln and Johnson are secessionists not 
ODly in theory but in practice, their practice 
tending powerfully to promote the triumph 
of the rebellion, tending Indeed so 
powerfully, that, if not speedily checked, 
the Union must perish. And there is but one 
lawful way to check their revolutionary and 
treasonable practice. Bnry them in Novem- 
ber deep beneath the ballots of an outraged 
and imperilled people. Lincoln and Johnson 
deserve this. And the preservation of the 
Republic dtmands it. Let it be done.

We are assured that our recent state- 
ment concerning the shooting of Squire 
Turner by Mr. Shackleford at Richmond is 

incorrect. We deem it proper to say, how- 
ever, that the statement we are about to give 
is from a source, which, though in the highest 
degree respectable, is altogether friendly to 
Mr. Turner. 

There' bed been, according to this state- 
ment, no political discussion between the par- 
tie:*, or any altercation cr conversitioa of any 
kind. Mr. Shackleford, whs bad been drink- 
ing very hard for a considerable time, came 
to Richmond on tb3 mornirj<r of tho 9th in- 
stant as early es four o'clock, avowing his de- 
termination to kill Turner, and walking to 
and fro in the street In front of Turner's 
hecce, expecting bim to come out, as he takes 
an early walk of a morning. Turner, boforo 
it wes qnite light, went out at tho front gate 
of his yard, unarmed and unconscious of any 
danger. Ho saw a person about thirty paces 
from him, whom he did not recognizo. Tur- 
ner started on the pike toward town, and the 
individual turned around and shot in the di- 
rection of Turner, hitting the ground some 
ten or twelve feet to his left. Turner, believ- 
ing it was tome pereon trying to scare h ! m, 
walked some few paces nearer the man, when 
the latter raised his gun- and took deliberate 
aim nt Turner, who turned around, and, just 
as he turned, was shot in the back part of the 
shoulder, the ball ranging over the shoulder- 
bone and coming out In front, not breaking 
any bone. Turner did cot tall, but walked 
in at his gate. He was fired on a third time, 
but was not hit again. He got into his 
house covered with blood, where he has 
been since confined. He did not know who 
shot him until half an hour afterwards, whea 
he learned that Shackleford wes in town, 
avowing that he bad shot three timei at 
Turner, and that ho btill intended to kill him. 
Shackleford remained in town drinking all 
day, declaring that he intended to kill Turner 
and three other men, not one of whom has 
had any altercation with him. Turner is 72 
years of age. 

Such is the statement made on Mr. Turner's 
behalf. How much of it is disputed, or 
whether or not it is disputed at all, by the 
friends of Mr. Shackleford, we are not op- 
priced.

The re- 
cent heavy rains had swelled the streams, 
and the rushing of the water through the 
channel bad displaced and weakened the 
masonry.

As the breakage could not immediately be 
repaired, the trains met at the iatcrruption, 
and transferred their passengers from one side 
to tho other, each train returning to the point 
of starting in the morning. This arrange- 
ment occasioned considerable delay, and the 
regular mail from Nashville arrived in the 
city nearly throe hours behiud time.

Nashville, Aagaat 18. 

A gentlotuan jtut from thefreat reports that 
oo Tneeday Gen. Stcedman started from Ohat- 
Uuoof;a, n ud met a rebel force, oodef Wbeel- 
or, at GrayeTille, eiebteeu miles from Gbatta- 
ocogo. A severe engagement ensued, with 
v.'Liu loss to tbe Federals or rebels oar infor- 
mant does not state. Ho reported, however, 
tbat Gen. Stcedman was -v . wounded, 
and tbat Col. Streight was killed. 

A rebel force is reDorted to be at Cloveland, 
Tennessee. A brig&do from Chattanooga left 
fur that placo on Wednesday morning. 

The rebel cavalry have divided into small 
parties, and are musing demonstrations upon 
all towns in Northern Georgia and Tennes- 
see. The Federal pickets were fired apon at 
various points between Ohattanouga and 
Bridgeport. Tbe probable intention of the 
rebels is to destroy the bridges at Falling 
Water and Bridgeport, Alabama. 

Nkw York, August 18. 
The Commercial elates tbat it is quite cer- 
tain that tbe draft ordered to take placs tbe 
5:h ot September will be commenced on tnat 
day. For some time past, reasonable doubts 
relative to tbe enforcemsut of tha President s 
order at that time has been entertained by the 
public, and even by many military men. It 
now eeems, however, that the intention of the 
Government is to commence work on the day 
appointed, end prosecute it to completion as 
Bpetdily as possible, as stated a few diyj af>o. 
The enrolment has been completed, and the 
machinery lor the diaft is in working order, 
ready for the turning of the wheel. 

Tho Commercial's Washington special says: 
The leading ice-dealers here have declined to 
serve private families this morning, saving 
ti;ey have at present only cuongh for the hos- 
pitals, and as long as tbe pirate Tuliahassee is 
on the coest it cannot be shipped to this point 
with eafety. 

Some apprehensions are felt here for the 
safety of Gtneral Sherman's communications, 
bat the military authorities are confident, 
that, under oispositions lately made, the line 
cannot be seriously disturbed. 

Geld rather stronger, with a moderate de- 
mand for export, and the demand for customs 
is quite active. Tbe improvement in the 
market caused importers to withdraw. The 
demand fur gold for custom duties will be 
unusually lfrge. Gold opened at 257 and ad- 
vanced to 258. On a report ot Sheridan's 
retreat it again receded to 257% and at 2 
o'clock it advanced to 277;.;. 

Washington, August 18. 
The mail-steamer from City Point brought 
hitter 800 rebel prisoners, among whom were 
several officers. Passengers represent tbat 
the affair of Sunday was of greater propor- 
tiobs than at first supposed, tho combined lois 
ot tbe 2d and 10'h corps in kill-d and 
wounded being from 800 to l,0t;0, while the 
Ioes of the rebels was also severe The posi- 
tion geined by us will be hold. On Tura lay 
tl'.ore was some shelling by our forces to feel 
the rebel position. There were indications of 
another aavance on our part yesterday.

There were two muss meetings to-day, one 
on Franklin Square and one near Syracuse 
Honse. The largest was on Franklin Square. 
Vallrtndigbftm and Fernanda Wood being an- 
nounced to speak there in respoose to loud 
and enthnsinatii? calls, Vallandigham stepped 
forward and addressed tbe multitude for un 
hour, holding their closest attention, except 
when interrupted by applause. He said he 
was not hero to parade bit private griefs, not 
to speak of whAt be hsd done and suffered in 
the chose. All such things were, indeed, in- 
significant in compatison io the great nation- 
al interests that aro at stake. He would only 
t..y that time had already arrived almost to 
the utmost extent of his views in regard to 
national hff .irs. Tbey are no longer peculiar. 
They aro becoming most general. It was ne'. 
the purpose uf this Convention to 60 w seeds of 
discord in the Detr.acratio ranks. Such was 
no part of bis mission as a delegate chosen 
uQani&ionely to represent his cons'.ituents at 
Chicago. He would be false to them and to 
the interest cf his party and his country were 
he to lend himself to snch an object. He 
would go there with the single purpose of 
aioinp io bunging uboat the nomination of a 
sound candidate, upon a siund and patriotic 
platform and to piomote htrmony among 
tbe U. mo -vi 's and conservatives of the coun- 
t j . There is now bat one question before 
th6 country— war or ptuoe. He assume i 
tbat it is the desire of all who love 
I] cir country that first her liberties shall 
be made secure, tbcu her material pros 
pirity rtstcred. There were some who 
believed thai these objects could be best 
secured by war, while a great mass of 
the Democracy held thit itiey coald be 
obtained only through peace. A majority de- 
termined to le7y war, and we were obliged to 
eucrjuit. Had he possessed the power, not one 
diop of blood would have been shed; there 
wuuid have been no marshalling of hosts, no 
buBtUc cannon, no mighty debt. The Presi- 
dent has had all the men and all the money 
bo demanded. Never was there such an ex- 
ample of submission by a people. Nothing 
has bsen wanted tbat constitutional power 
conceded, or arbitrary usurpation ccald take 
from the people; and what iathe result.? With 
rcore battles fought than was fbugbt by three 
ol the greatest conquerors ot the world in 
aoy five yeais of their power, is the Union re- 
stoted? No. Is asingle Siate brought back? 
No. Is tbe Constittntion maintained or ob 
served? No. Are our liberties respecttd? 
No. Have v. e bad a free press, a free assem- 
bUge, the right of habeas corpus, or arrest by 
due process of law ? No. 

Now, how is it in a material point of view? 
A debt of ntitrly $4,000,000,000, a daily ex- 
penditure of nearly $5,000,000, and% currency 
V, orth about thirty-eight cents on the dollar 
which two months ago was worth one hun- 
dred per cent moro than it now it is, and 
w Lien two months hence will bo worth one 
buuured per cent wore. Ruin is impending, 
a. d now, in tbe fourth year of the war, what 
better is tbe prospect of tbe success of the war. 
We failed in 1861 62, not for the want of 
courage, for no braver men ever went forth to 
little. Tbe campaign of 1863 opened under 
the most auspicious circumstances, and we 
were told thru the rebellion would be speadlly 
crushed out by the force of arms, but tbe end 
ot that year found us but little advanced. The 
campaign of lbC4 opened with t je largest ar- 
mies that the war bad yet seen. These armies 
were composed largely of three-yew veterans, 
and were coucentrated for attacks on two or 
in.- vital p lints, and with what result let 
tbe record ot carnage and blood answer. 

Having tried war so long, shall we now try 
some other means. He was for trying c?n 
ciliation and compromise. We submitted to 
a necessity. You have had your trial, yoa 
have tried war for four years, now let ns try 
our plan. Our forfather maue our Constitu- 
tion, Convention, with pen ink and paper, 
rfter debate by free speech, coming from 
hearts ot freemen for 23 years, we prospered 
under it as no other people ever prospered. 
Vet we had our diffeiencej during that psriod. 
More than once tho Union was endangered. 
Differences of 1820 were reconciled by com- 
promise, aad by the same instranienta'.i'.y 
calamity was averted in 1850 Clay, Wcbstir, 
Cass, and Douglas were there then, and com- 
promise prevailed through their advice aud 
c none. Sumner, Chase, and Hole, leaders of 
party now in power, and which has brought 
our country so near to irretrievable ruiu, Wire 
then too, and then, as now, they were agamu 
compromise with a Republican form of gov- 
ernment It is impossible to keep States to- 
gether by force of arm3 — it is contrary to the 
spirit of free institutions; but if it was other- 
wise, the war has been utterly perverted by 
the Administration. To day, it is viot a wir 
for union under the constitution, a-jrl the eyes 
of the people are being opened to this fast. 
Hence it is that through all trrj States calli 
lor a cessation of hostilities ' jre beiLg loudly 
made.

Cap'.. Thompson, with 74 men of the 16th 
Kansas cavalry, and one howitzer, is pursuing 
the Indians who committed these outrages. 
Despatches from him, dated the 4th inst,, 
say that the Indians moved toward the Re- 
publican river, with a thousand oxan, and a 
large drove of horses ttnd mules. Geoeral 
Sherry, of the Kansas militia, also joined in 
the pursuit, moving north of Thompson's 
command. 

Eight days have elapsed since communica- 
tion hei been bad with points father west 
than fonrteen miles from Little Blue river. 
Within that distance, Bixteen men, women, 
and children have been massacred, and every 
dwelling burned. Blunt sent orders to Forts 
Lamed, E hworth, and Salina for the com- 
mands at t hose point9 to send scouts in the di- 
rection taken by tbe Indians, and to keep 
in readiness to join in a general pursuit when 
thoir trail iB fonnd. Blunt is doing every- 
thing possible with the small force under his 
command. 

New Oaleaks, Ang. 12. 
A steamer arrived from Mobile yesterday 
morning. She reports that Farragut had 
prepared his fleet for action, and issued orders 
to attack Fort Morgan at eight o'clock yester- 
day morning. It was to receive a furious en- 
filading fire from the fleet. The land force im 
its rear is said to have invested it wberevar 
there was a foot of ground to stand upon. 
The rebels have destroyed all the out-bnild- 
ings of ihe fort, and barntd their ouly vessel, 
which was lying nnder its guns. Everything 
about the fort indicated a determination to 
contest the battie to the last.

from puuisbment for crime, or to protect their 
property from seizure and confiscation.

GSBBBAL SsOTl'S AtJTOBIOOBAPHT.— In B

Harsh, indeed, «|l to* Philadelphia Pre*, 
most the critic be who cojjid spaas, unkindlj 
of "Memoirt of Lientenfct-Gameral Scott, 
LL.D , writtea by Himself." With fall re 
epect to the age, tke character, and the ser- 
vices oi the veteran, the public will gladly re- 
ceive hia own itory, from his own pen, not too 
closely comparing his style with that of prac- 
tised wrlUrs, but gladly accepting the light 
which his i-exejaseel observations, knowledge 
and experience on throw upoa many pas 
sagts of our national history. Dr. Windeld 
Scott has always been a plain, rtraight- for- 
ward writer. His despatches are models of 
brevity and clearness. He has not disdained, 
In order to mark the circumstances under 
which he wrote, to mention even that "hasty 
plate of soup." He practised law for a few 
years — bis misfortune rather than his fault — 
before he entered the more congenial military 
profession, but hat ever carefully eschewed 
■peech-making. Thongk the Whig party ran 
him for the Presidency in 1852, he was bo 
more a politician than John Wilkes, of stra- 
bismus aotoriety, was a Wilkite. From the 
time he eatered the army to his retirement, 
In November, 1881, his servlees cover a period 
of fifty-three years. He has a great deal he re- 
late, for be has been in the red battle In Canada; 
In the tontest with the Sacs and Foxes; in 
the Seminole war; In the conquest of Mexico, 
and, finally, as chief-in-command in the early 
part of the present war. Ifor ll this all. 
Winfi?ld Scott acted as negotiator and diplo- 
matist in Canada, In 1813, in Englaad, a'ter 
the close of the campaign which was eaded 
with Jackson's victory at New Orleans; in 
South Oarolina, when nullification had nearly 
ripened into rebellion ; again in Canada, in 
1839, after the burning of the Caroline had 
nearly caused hostilities between the United 
States and Great Britain; and in 1859, when 
the Northwest boundary difficulty again 
threatened to disturb the amicable relations 
between the two great conn -res. Moreover, 
General Scott was in Paris very soon after the 
battle of Waterloo, and there acquired the 
friendship of the leading captains of that 
great man, soldier, and statesman, who had 
given Europe new and memorable lessons in 
the art of war, during twenty years. It is 
evident that, provided his memory retains 
the particulars, General Scott has a great 
deal to communicate. A singularly interest- 
ing work may be expected. It will occupy 
two volumes, containing about eleven hun- 
dred pages, and will be published by Messrs. 
Sheldon, New York. 

The number of military commanders who 
have written their own memoirs ia very small. 
First among them is Xenophon, who, howev- 
er, was rather historian and philosopher than 
soldier, though he was in the battle of Delium 
at the age of twenty-two, where, sharing in 
the general flight, be fell from bii horse, and 
was rescued by Socrates, who bore him on 
bis shoulders to a place of safety, and trained 
him up as his pupil. He was in the expedition 
of Cyrus the younger against Persia, but only 
si a civilian. When the Greek army was 
wholly disorganised, after the death of Cyrus 
In the battle of Ounaxa, Xenophon volun- 
teered to conduct his coantrymen home, and, 
chiefly nnder him, followed their memorable 
' Retreat," of which he has left a minute and 
graphic account in the "Anabasis." Scarcely 
less interesting is the work written by Julius 
Ca>*ar — the renowned "Commentaries" — in 
which be describee his campaigns in the Gallic 
War. Prince Eugene, companion in arms of 
the famous Marlborough, wrote his autobiog- 
raphy ; so did DaraorieB, a noted French Gen- 
eral of the first revolution, whose exit from 
public life preceded the rise of Napoleon, and 
so, indeed, did Napoleon himself, who fulfilled 
at St Helena the promise he had made to his 
soldiers at Fontainebleau, whea be took leave 
of them on the eve of bis departure for Elba, 
that be would record the great achievements 
they had performed together. 

It was Wellington's constant purpose, after 
sheathing his sword at Waterloo, to have 
written his own Military Memoirs, but en- 
gagement in civil life, and the almost con- 
stant necessity, of daily recurrence, for ad- 
ministrating the direction of the army of 
England, as Commander-in-Chief, prevented 
his carrying out this intention. However, 
he left sufficient mtmo&ea pour irrvir, of which 
historians have already availed themselves 
largely, in bis voluminous and important 
despatches and correspondence, edited, under 
bis own supervision, by Colonel Gurwood. It 
will then be seen that great soldiers have not 
added much to literature. Several of Napo- 
leon's captains have written books, it is true, 
but when these did not exclusively relate to 
campaigns in which they have served, they 
rather were contributions to hit history than 
records of their own. Bis soldiers, whatever 
their rank, seem ever to have valued his fame 
far above any that could be claimed for them- 
selves. 

Winfifld Scott does well to place his auto- 
biography before the world. All his life he 
has emphatically been a soldier. It has 
pleased God to make him a successful one, 
and his own good conduct has prevented any 
blotnpon bis escutcheon. He is the Ameri- 
can Bayard, "sans penr et sans reproche." 
The life of such a soldier mnst convey a great 
moral lesson to hie countrymen. 



Tbb Abglicam Cobvooatio.v. — Our r Bitri 
may occasionally have seen allusions to the 
dissensions which prevail in the church of 
England, as regards both doctrine and disci- 
pline. They will have perceived, in connec- 
tion therewith, the operation of a bo Jy cVl d 
"Convocation," which arrogates to itself su- 
preme jurisdiction over the religious opinions 
of all members of the church, lay and clerical; 
but it is possible that many will be unac- 
quainted with the history and functions of 
this body, and we, therefore, transfer from the 
Philadelphia North American an article de- 
voted to the consideration of its operations on 
a recent occasion, affording a remarkable in- 
stance of collision between a living jurisdic- 
tion and an obsolete one. There havp, it says, 
of late years bees some singular developments 
in the church of England, amounting in some 
cases to a denial of her authority in matters 
of private belief, and in others to a doubting 
of the soundness of her doctrines. Bishop 
Coleneo has carried the latter to the extreme 
In casting doubt not only on the teachings 
of the chnrcb, but on the genuineness 
of the source whence she derives them. The 
authors of the Essays and Reviews have car- 
ried the former to a very dangerous length, 
impugning the authority of the Thirty-nine 
Articles as interpreted by the Church, and the 
obligation of ministers to subscribe them 
The Rev. Messrs. Wilson and Williams, two 
Of the prominent writers in these remarkable 
Essays, fell under the ban of the ecclesiastical 
antborities some time since, and were cited 
before the courts for heresy. They were 
found guilty, and condemned to censure and 
Suspension. Against this sentence they ap- 
pealed to the Jndicial Committee of the Privy 
Council — the appointed appellate tribunal in 
such cases — and their cause was argued at 
full length by the ablest counsel on both sides, 
the decision of the Court of Appeal being a 
species of compromise between the litigants. 
It is rot with these proceedings at common 
law, however, that we have to do at present. 
The Church itself, alarmed at the latitude of 
opinion sought to be established, thought 
proper to take steps of its own for themainteu 
ance of its authority, and Convocation, there- 
fore, look what is called "synodical action" 
on the Euayiand Revieut, and formally con 
denined them by the solemn judgment of 
both Houses. 

The convocation of the clergy is a very an- 
cient institution. It originated in the immu 
nity from secular taxation formerly claimed 
by the Church. In the days of tha Plantage- 
nets this immunity was disputed by the arbi- 
trary princee of that race, and to escape their 
threatened violence the clergy agreed to tax 
themselves— that is to say, to deoide what 
Should be the amount of their contributions to 



the public burdens. For this purpose they 
assembled in convocation, the Papal legate or 
the Primate of England being the convokine 
authority. Archbishops, bishops, and mitred 
abbots formed aa upper chamber, and the dea- 
cons, archdeacons, canons, and minor digoi 
taries of the Church, with delegates from 
the different dioceses, formed the lower cbam 
ber. It tray easily be imagined that the 
clergy taxed themselves as little as they could, 
and there was incessant warfare between th- 
Crown and Convocation on the ^subject, the 
Plantagenets being always in a normal Btate 
of poverty. But when Henry VIII. "turned 
church lands to lay," and assumed lo himself 
the headsUp of the Anglican Church, he also 
took upon himself the power of summoning 
the convocation aad of proroguing it when- 
ever he thought proper. This power thus 
vested in tke Crown remained with the suc- 
cessors of Henry VIII., who in their turn 
fonnd the Church a troublesome body to deal 
with. At length, on the establishment of the 
constitution on a Protestant basis, in 1688, 
and the vindication of the supreme authority 
of Parliament, tbe Church fell into a subor- 
dinate position, and was subjected to such 
taxes as Parliament thought fit to impose upon 
it, the privilege of taxing itself being taken 
away. And as the act of uniformity and 
other statutes had introduced a general con- 
formity to tbe Thirty-nine Articles, and in a 
great measure removed iiisent from the 
Chnrck, there was but little left for the Con- 
vocation to do. The practice then grew up 
of convening it at the same time as the na- 
tional Parliament, and of proroguing it im- 
mediately. For more than a handled and 
fifty years this practice remained in foros. It 
was reserved for the reign of Victoria to ab- 
rogate it. Recent times have witnessed the 
uprising of new and very dangerous elements 
of discord in the bosom of the Church, and 
within the last few years, in compliance with 
the loudly-expressed desire of its leading 
members, Convocation has been permitted by 
the Crown to sit for the transaction of basi- 
nets. England has, therefore, two Parlia- 
ments, one lay, tbe other clerical. 

But of what ntility is this clerical Parlia- 
ment? What are its powers T If it cannot 
deal with heresy and other grave spiritual 
•ffences, it becomes a mere phantom of a Par- 
liament. In the recent case above alluded to 
its utter want of authority has been placed in 
a most ridiculons light. The Judicial Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council having relieved 
the antkors of the Essays and Reviews from 
the legal consequences of their acts, the Con- 
vocation in both houses "synodically" con- 
demned the books. It appears that this is an 
asenmption of powor on the part ol the Church 
which involves the penalties of a prcemunire, 
or forfeiture of lands, goods, chattels, fccL, 
and if the Government were disposed to take 
prcccediEp.8 against the members of the Con- 
vocation the lat.er would find themselves in 
a very ugly quandary. The subject was 
breught btfore the House of Lords a fort- 
night since by Lord Houghton, who asked if 
Government Intended to take any steps in the 
matter. The reply of the Lord Chancellor is 
woithy of attention: 

The Lord Chancellor said there were thren 
rncdes of dealing with Convocation sinca it 
had been permitted to deliberate actively. 
One was to take no notice of it; the second 
was, if Gonvocation.waslikely to be mischiev- 
ous, to prorogue it; and the third, if it exceed- 
ed its powers, to bring it to the bar of a court 
of justice. Tne supremacy of tbe erawo, 
which was the fountain of all jurisdiction, ec- 
clesiastical aa well as civil, was mast carefully 
guarded by the statutes, and any one presum- 
ing to exeicise that authority, directly or in- 
directly, save nnder the special warrant of the 
crown, was liable to penalties. Nay, further, 
Parliament foreseeing that the clergy might 
assume to exercise those traditional powers of 
which history furnished many examples, care- 
fully provided that any sentence cr anything 
else prosennced by Convocation had no va- 
lidity, and could not be carried into practice. 
Nothing could be more precise or clear than 
tbe statutes, but at the same time he was only 
very partially aware of what convocation had 
really done, his authority being chiefly reports 
in the newspapers. He was most reluctant to 
interfere, for the case might be a serions one. 
The penalties of premunire had amounted to 
as much aa £4t,0t0, and he really shrank 
from enabling the Chancellor of tbe Exchequer 
to sweep at one hanl into his net all the arch- 
bishops and bishops, all the deans and arch- 
deacons, and tbe whole of Convocation. He, 
therefore, wished to warn tbe right reverend 
bench sf tbe peril into which they put them- 
selves. It was impossible that Convocation 
could exercise such a jurisdiction, and even if 
il expressed an opinion in such matters it 
might find itself in a serious predicament. 
They bad no power to convene, or hear any 
charge; and he could only warn them, that if 
there was any attempt to draw Convocation 
beyond its proper limits, to withdraw fram it, 
and, rtmembering tbe pillar of salt, not to 
look behind. In the present case, the most 
appropriate judgment would be "Solventur 
ruu tabuLt." There was no intention on tbe 
part of tbe government to take further steps 
in the case. 

If so bigh and mighty a body as tbe collec- 
tive hierarchy of the Church of England can- 
not, without incurring snch risks, pronounce 
an opinion upon the moral or immoral tenden- 
cies cf essays written by one of their number, 
we may well ask why they pretend to exercise 
cny functions at all. The Archbishop of Can- 
terbury meekly deprecated the wrath of gov- 
ernment, and said that the object of Convoca- 
tion was not to prosecute auy one, but to vin- 
dicate tbe Church of England from all com- 
plicity with the doctrines of the work in ques- 
tion; and the Bishop of Oxford argued that 
they had power to express an opinion on he- 
retical doctrines, thongh not to proceed against 
the authors. But the Right R jverend Banch 
had to succumb to the mtjeaty of the wool- 
sack. In our country such a body as "Convo- 
cation" would speedily pass into the limbo of 
vanity; but it drags on its existence in En- 
gland, a proof of the tenacity with which the 
English people cling to their ancient institu- 
tions, even when they have long ceased to 
have any vitality, and exist in name only. 
And We are amused at the jealousy with 
which the acts of tbe Anglican Charch are 
scrutinized by Parliament, as though thi dars 
of Land and Strafford, of Bonner and Gardi- 
ner, might return at any time. 

Tbubyson's Nbw Poms. — Ticfcnor A Fields 
have just issued their new volume of Tenny- 
son's poems. We have not received it, but the 
Boston Post says the people are reading it 
with that avidity which might be expected. 
Tennyson is truly a great poet. He belongs 
to a new school, cf which he is the head, and, 
as yet, only worthy member. These poems 
are fine, yet some of them are in the homely 
style. They do not sound like Locksley Hall 
— they do not seem to burn with all the fire of 
that genius which has so much entranced the 
world in the "Idyls of the King"— yet they 
are worthy of him. Enoch Arden is formed 
somewhat on the basis of the Lake School. 
It has a homely subject, is written in the sim- 
ple style, but the thougb^and the rythm move 
harmoniously together. As it is this poem 
which will give tbe reputation to the book, 
we qnote liberally from it, that the story may 
be nnderslood. A hundred years ago, upon a 
beach, of whose proximity tbe poet says: 

"A hsxolwood. 
Br antumn nntters heuuted, flourishes. 
Grveu Id a cup like hollow of the down, 

three children named Enoch < rden, Philip 
Ray, and Annie Lee, were playmates togeth- 
er. The children grew up together, and the 
rivalry between the two boys for Annie's love 
raged from their earliest years. 

But when the rosy dawn of childhood put. 
Aud i lii- new warmth of life's eaceudtuK ijiiu 
Was felt by either, either ttxed hi> heart 
On that cne gM. and Buoch spoke bii lor* 
But Philip lured In aileuce. aud the girl 
8*emed kinder unto Philip than to htm* 
But the loverl Ktoch, tho' eke knew it not 
And would, if aek'd, deny it. 

Enoch, however, set to work like a man to 
win the woman he loved. The marriage takes 
place, Philip grieving over his own rejection, 
and seven happy years of health and compe- 
tence glide on. A girl and two boys are the 
fruits. Enoch meets with an accident which 
late him np for a time, and then, in hope of 
bettering bis fortunes, he goes out as boatswain 
in a China botBsd veB-el. He starts Annie, by 
the sale of his boat, in a small-wares' shop, 
and leaves her— he full of hope, she oopresstd 
with the sad augury that she was not ajrain to 
aee bim. The yonngeat child dies. The little 
business does not answer. Pnilip undertaks 
to educate the other children, he being "rioh 
and well-to-do," and the little onea, 

"Lordi cf his hen's and of hbi mill were ther," 
call bim Father Philip. So ten years pass, 
with no tidings of Enoch, and then Philip en- 



♦reats Annie to marry him. She consents, 
provided he will wait another year to see 
whether Enoch may return. Her children 
wish this iLarri&ge to take place. She prays 
for a sign I hat Enoch was dead, and opens the 
Bible at tie text "Under a palm tree," and 
dreams tb I she tees bim suting* on a height, 
under a p' In tree, and over bim the San, and 
believes that 

Tocdar thlnes 
The Sub <>f Itighleousuts-i, and these hs palm. 
Where* 1 the bi-ppv people .trowing oriel 
"11 o«au; a in tbe highest 1" 

She weds — oat we mast let the poet telis as 
of these ff cond nuptials: 

Bo these were wed and merrllr rang the betla, 
Merrily rang tbe belli and ther were wad, 
Blltneve mi rrllv beet Anbi"'s heart. 
A footitep at-eni'd to fall teaiSe her Pith, 
She v new not wbeaca , a wnisper on her ess, 
She knew not what ; tut loved aba to ba left 
Alone at h( me, nor ventured out alone 
Whet ail'd her then, th.t ere she enter'd *t n 
Her habd dwelt lint erlngly on tbe latch, 
r earing to enter ; Pnilip* thong*, be knew; 
mi I, d.-uhti at.d feara were common to her state. 
Being with ehlld- bat when herrblld waa born, 
Tien her new child waa aa bereelf renew'd, 
l ben the new other came aboat her heart, 
Then bar good Philip was her all-in-all. 
And that mysterious lustinct wholly died. 

Meantime, Enoch still lives. Oa the home- 
ward voyage, his ship is wrecked, himse f 
and two comrades reaching an island, an 
"Eden of all plenteonsnesi," where eternal 
summer smiled. The yonngest dies, having 
"lingered oat a three-years death- in-life." 
Enoch's snrvivlng comrade dies sun-striken. 
Tears pass on, and at last a ship, toncking at 
tbe island for water, bears Enoch back to 
England, landing him on the harbor whence, 
years ago, be had sailed before. Ho finds no 
light nor murmar in the homo where he and 
Annie had lived. He went to an old tavern 
kept by one Miriasa Lane: 

But Bf Irian Lane was good and garroaua-a, 
Bit lath in be, bat often breaking In, 
Told bim. wltb other annals of the port, 
Notkaowlig— -Buosh waa so brawn, so bew*d, 
* • hroken— all the itory of hia beuae. 
Ilis baby's death, kar growing poverty. 
How Philip put her little ones to school. 
And kept Inem In It, bis long woalog her, 
Her slow eorieent, and marriage, and the birSh 
Of Ph lip's child : and o'er his counts nanoa 
No shadow p«at, nor motion : any one, 
Hegarding welt, had daem'd ha felt tba tals 
Less then tba telisr : only when she closed 
"Enoch, poor man, was cast away and lost ;" 
lie, shaking his grey ksad pathetieally, 
Bepeated mutterlug, "cast away and lost :*' 
Again In deeper iuward whispers, "lost ' 

Bnt Eooch yearned to see bar face again; 
"If I might look on her sweet face again 
And know that aha ta happy." Bo the thoaght 
Haunted and harass' ! him. ans drare bim forth, 
Atevenlug when tba dull November der 
Waa growingsullcr tw light, to the ksllf. 
There he satdowa, gaamg on all belaw ; 
There did a ihouaand memories roll upon bfm, 
Unspeakable for sadness. Byandty 
1 be tuddy aquare of comfortable light, 
Ear-kleaing from the rear af Philip's honaa, 
A lured bim as tke beacon blase allures. 
T he bird of passage till he madly strikes 
Against it, and beats out his wear, ilia. 

For Philip's dwelling fronted on thestraea, 
Tbe latest house to landward ; bnt behind, 
Wltb one saiail gate that enen'd on the wasta. 
Flourish's a little, square and wall'd: 
And In II throve an ancient evergreen, 
A yewtre*. and all an uud it ran a walk 
(if shii gle, and awalk divided It: 
But Enoch ihun'd the middle walk and stole 
Up by tbe wall, behind tbe yaw ; and thence 
'l bat which he better might have shnnn'd, If grteSi 
Like his have worse or better, Enoch saw. 

For enpsand silver on Ibe burnishM board 
Sparkled and -hoae ; en geuial waa the kt-arth : 
A nd on ft e right hand of the hearth he Haw 
Tblllip. the slighted snitorof oldtimes, 
btont, rosy, with bis babe acres* bi« kneed; 
And o'er her recond father -toopt a girl, 
A later but a loftier Annie Lee, 
Fair haired and tall, and from her lifted hand 
Dangled a le 1 gth of ribbon and a ring 
To tempt thi-b«bo. who rear'd bis crour erma. 
Caught at and ever mtss'd I*. an t 'her langu'dt 
And on the left ha> dof the hearth he saw 
Tbe mother glancing often toward her babe, 
But turning uow and th*n to. speak with bim. 
Her son, who stood beside her tall and srrong, 
And saying that which pleaded him, for he smiled. 

Now when she dead man oasse to life beheld 
His wire his wife no more, and s,w the babd 
Hets. yet not bis, upon tbe father's kne«, 
And all the warmth, the pence, the hauplnesa. 
And hia own i bii >reu tali and beautiful. 
And bin. , that other, reigning in his pla-e. 
Lord of bis i Igbts aud of his ebildretrs love- 
Then he, tho' Miriam Lsue had to'd bim all, 
Bt cansr- things seen ai-e mightier then tblnga beard, 
Stetrger'd and shook, holding tbe k.-anch, aud fear'd 
To eer d abroad a shrill aud terrible crv, 
W hich in one moment, like tba blast of doom. 
Would shatter all tba happiness of the beartta. 

He, therefore, tnrulag softly like a tblef, 
LeH the harsh shlrgle should grate under foot. 
And feeling all aloug the garden wall, 
Last he should swoon and tumble aid ba found. 
Crept to the gate and open'd It, and cloied, 
As lightiy as a s!< k man's chamber door. 
Behind him, aud came cat upon the waste. 

He docs not discover himself, but earns his 
living as bafere, among the boats and barks, 
gradually deelines in health, tells his story 
to Miriam Lane nnder a strong promise of 
silence: 

I charge yon now. 
When yon shall see her, tell ber that I died 
Bit suing ber. praying for ber, loving her, 
Save for the bar between ns, loving her, 
As when she laid her bead beaida my own. 
And tell my dangh er Annie, whom I saw 
8o like ber mother, that my lateat b reatn 
Was spent In blessing her and praying for baa. 
And tell my son that I died bli-saing him. 
And say to t hlllp that 1 bleat him too; 
He never meant us anything but good. 
But If my children care to see ma dead. 
Wto hardly knew me living, let them coma, 
I am tbelr father ; but she must not coma, 
F*r my dead face would vex her after-lifa. 
Aud uow there la but one of all niv blood 
Who will embrace ma in tba world-to-be: 
1 his hair ia his : sba cut tt off and gave It, 
Aud 1 have boine It wltb me all theseyeara. 
And thought to bear It with me to mv grave ; 
Bat now my mind Is changed for 1 shall sea him, 
My babe, in biles : wherefore when I am gone. 
Take, give her this, for It may comfort her : 
It will moreover be a tdken to ber 
That I am be. 

He dies, and there ends as simple and touch- 
ing an Idyl of the Hearth as was ever written. 

WOBOXBFUL PbOFXKTIBB OF FlOUBBB. — 

Though figures constitute a universal lan- 
guage among the civilized nations of the 
earth, and maiBtaia such an exalted charac- 
ter for honesty and truth that it haa passed 
into a proverb that "figures never lie," yet 
they are treated aa tbe mere slaves of calcu- 
lation, without any regard for that respect 
and consideration to which their peculiar 
qualities entitle them. To rescue them from 
the degradatioa of being looked upon as 
mere conveniences, let us see if they are not 
possessed of certain properties which shall 
excite our wonder and admiration. 

Few people have a clear conception of eren 
"a million of dollars," which we hear ex- 
pressed on every side, whenever the cost of 
this "cruel war" is under discussion. Let us 
make a very simple mental calculation, and 
see if we are not astonished at the result. Mr. 
Longworth, who recently died at Cincinnati, 
waa said to be worth $15,000,000. How 
many days would it take to count that sum, 
at tbe rate of fifty dollars a minute, working 
steadily ten hours each dayt While some 
are gue6aing four or five days, another a 
week, another two weeks or a month, the op- 
eration can be carried on mentally by saying 
fifteen millions divided by fifty gives three 
hundred thousand minutes, divided by sixty 
gives five thousand hours, divided by ten 
gives five hundre 1 daysl An answer which 
is sure to strike your guessera with amaze- 
ment; a remarkable instance of the difference 
between guessing and thinking. 

The powers of the human understanding 
are limited. The increase of figures has no 
limits. Our knowledge of numbers, there- 
fore, must necessarily be limited. But, like 
every other subject, the more we study and 
thiuk about it, the more we shall know. A 
distinguished philoaopher, to whom the 
world is indebted for some of the grandest 
truths of acience, has said that, without any 
extraordinary endowment of mind, by think- 
ing long and deeply on his subject, point 
after point gradually unfolded itself to his 
mental vision, until be waa able to compre- 
hend the mighty Iaw8 which control the uni- 
verse. 

The child who has learned to count aa far 
as three, has an idea of that number; but the 
number thirteen is quite beyond his compre- 
hension. The savage gets aloug very well 
with his arithmetic so long as he ia not re- 
quired to go beysnd the enumeration of his 
fingers and toes; but any greater number 
quite bewilders his imagination, and in de- 
spair he refers to the hairs on his head, the 
leaves of tbe forest, or the sands of the sea- 
shore, to express his overwhelming sense of 
its magnitude. Every young student of his- 
tory baa laughed at the extreme simplicity 
and ignorance of the Indian whom Powhatan 
sent to England to see the country, and find 
out bow many people were there. As soon 
as the shores of England were reached, tbe 
"poor Indian" procured a long slick and 
commenced to cut a notch on it for every one 
he aaw. Of course he waa soon obliged to 
stop. 

On his return Powhatan, among many ques- 
tions, asked how many people he had 8eea? 
"Count the stare in the sky," waa the reply, 
"the leaves on the trees, the sands on the 
shore, for such is the number of the English." 
Perhaps this untutored child of the forest was 
not so very far astray after all; for the stars 
in both bemiapheres visible to the naked eye 
do not exceed the number of ten thousand. 
The hairs of the head and the leaves of the 
trees may be easily counted,' and th« sands 
on the sea-chore are by no means innu- 
merable. 



Thb Ni w Phasb h EeaorBAB Politic?. 
The New Turk Times Bajs a G rman Oanfed- 
eracy, en bracing Denmark, seems to be 
among tbe strange possibilities at this time 
in the political future of Europ-s. Raelaod, 
who tas urged har triecd into a fight, and 
then tumid the cold shoulder in the time of 
utmost need, may be compelled to dee ber oM 
ally in fraternal unity with her enemy. It 
would be n wonderful instance of retribution 
if tbe German Confederacy should become a 
treat na.vii Power, and hold the keys of the 
Baltic, and rival Great Britain, because Brit- 
ieh diplomacy had promised and threatened, 
and then weakly abandoaed an ally. It 
setms too striking an instance of po9tic jas- 
tice to be possibly true. Ws fear also it is too 
great a change to be at once effected. 

The Danish people must have some pride of 
nationality and blood, and we wsuld natu- 
rally suppose would prefer a union with the 
Swedes ai d Norwegians, their nearer rela- 
tives, and speaking snbstaatially the same 
language, to one with Germany. War and 
difference of tongue and literature must have 
caused some antipathies which are net so 
easily sottaned. They might naturally fear 
the Germanising of their schsols and lan- 
guage aid the entire obliteration of Denmark. 
The old naval glories of the brave little king- 
dom are not entirely forgotten, and there must 
be many who would not willingly exchange 
tbe Danish history for the troubled and doubt- 
ful records of a German "Union." 

But all such considerations of sentiment 
must sink away before stern necessity. The 
kingdom is abandoned by all the world. She 
mnst choose between almost annihilatioa and 
a position like that of Hesse Ousel or a Gre- 
cian kingdom, with small territory and a scant 
popnlation, or a high rank as an independent 
Slate, member of a great Confederacy, and 
to be sustained by all tbe other members. Her 
language and independent nationality could 
be preserved, even as those of Austria and 
Prussia are, while she would hare the power 
and resources of fifty millions of people be- 
hind her. Her quota to be furnished to tbe 
Federal armies wonld not be exorbitantly 
heavy, and, though her popnlation would not 
entitle her to any great influence in the 
Diet, her naval power and skill would make 
up for this deficiency. She would continue, 
in all probability, to possess both Schleswig 
and Holstein— as when they were all German, 
there could be no weighty objection to a union 
of those provinces with the kingdom. Den- 
mark would become the great naval and 
maritime outlet of the vast German Confed- 
eracy. An immense marine business would 
concentrate in her harbors. There the future 
German navies of iron-clads and frigates 
wonld bo built, to issue forth and contest the 
empire of tbe Baltic with Russia, or that of 
tht North Sea with England. She wonld be- 
come prosperous as she never was before. - 
Snch are the inducements and necessities to 
further this proposal for a new union with 
Germany. 

But, on the other hand, it will oppose the 
united resistance of the great Powers, Prance, 
Russia, and England. France does not want 
another rival on the tea, nor a stronger Con- 
federacy to guard the Ruine. The Emperor 
knows that this success of the Danish war, 
and the acquiring of Denmark, would 
strengthen the German federation immensely, 
both in the popular feeling aud in material 
rttources. He would oppose the union with 
every means in his power. Russia, of course, 
fears for tho Baltic, and dreads another oosta- 
cle added to ber advance toward the West. 
Her policy is always to divide and weaken 
Germany. England fears another naval 
Power on the Continent, and knows the bit- 
terness of disappointment on one side which 
has driven her ancient ally to the arms of her 
enemy, and the hate and jealousy toward her 
on the other. She has every reason to wish 
no good to the proposed union. 

If Denmark and Germany were really in 
earnest to unite, not one or all of these Powers 
conld prevent it A anion of two Indepen- 
dent peoples is no ground for war, and Ger- 
many and Denmark united could defy all 
Europe. But when we consider the innu- 
merable jealousies working among the Ger- 
man Powers; the reluctance of Denmark; the 
difficulties as to the terms of union; the 
dread by Anstria that Danish harbors would 
become mere ports for tke Prussian fleet; the 
ill blood engendered by war, and the antipa- 
thies of race, we may rationally doubt 
whether any such most desirable anion can 
ever take place. If it should, it wonld bs 
one of tbe most remarkable events of modern 
history, and wonld have a most important 
beariEg on tbe future of Europe.
